The boundary of this ward starts rrom point 41.75 metres 
south of Cantonment boundary pillar No. 61, runs north¬ 
wards to Cantonment Boundary pillar No. 60 situated near 
Octroi Post Nehru Road and further traversing true Can¬ 
tonment Boundary from Cantonment Boundary pillar Nos. 
60 to 38, meets powayan Road. It then runs South-West 
along Nehru Road till it meets its junction with Rani Laxmi 
Bai Road near Hydel Colony. Ftom this road junction the 
ward boundary runs in North-East direction along Rani Laxmi 
Bai Road, upto its junction with Rajaji Road opposite Ord¬ 
nance Clothing Factory Gate No. 7, then run® in South-East 
di. action along Rajaji Road meeting the factory Railway siding 
North of Factory Temple.

Bai Road upto its junction with Rajaji Road opposite Ord¬ 
nance Clothing Factory Gate No. 7, Theretrom it turns 
South-East along Rajaj Road upto its junction with Factory 
Railway track on the North of Factory Temple.

(Division into Wards) Amendment Rules 1986 was published 
with the notilication of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 140 dated 21st Mafch, 1986 
in the Gazette of India, Part n. Section 4, dated the 12th 
April, 1986, as required by section 31 of the Canlonments 
Act.

by section 31 of the Cantonment Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), 
for inviting objections and suggestions from all the person i 
likely to be affected thereby till the 25th June, 1986. 

And whereas the aforesaid Gazette was made available to 
the public on 12th May, 1986; 

And whereas no objeotionslsuggestions were received from 
any person before the date so specified; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clauses (a) and (b) of section 31 of the said Ach and in 
supe T session of the Varanasi Cantonment (Division into 
Wards) Rules, 1974 rtib!ishcd wi*h the notification of Cov* 
eminent of India in the Ministry of Defence S.R.O. 28-E 
dated the 6th September, 1974 save as respects things done 
or omitted to be done before such sunersession, the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules, namely :— 

RULES 

1. Short title and commencement :—(i) These rules may 
be called f he Varanasi Cantonment (Division into wards) 
Rules, 1986.
